The  lova  Crop  and  Livestock  Reportin^j  Service  is  the  Iowa  Linit  of  a  nation- 
wide organization  Y^hich  is  entrusted  vfith  the  responsibility  of  operating  a 
standard  sto.tistical  service  for  agri cv.ltiire.     The  Division  of  Agricultural  Sta- 
tistics is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  ->rorking  in  co- 
operation Tdth  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  nar!:ed  the  one -hundredth  anniversary  of  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  lovra  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  denands  for  suji.rie.ry  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  end  the 
United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  eji  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,   and  county.  State  and 
goverr^nental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties,     Ijittle  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerablo  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  counter  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  cjid 
Federal  docuj^ients  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  ITorman  V.  Straiid,  State- 
wide TTork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Econoy.iics  cjid  Sta- 
tistics projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project  S5-1- 
72-155  of  the  ITork  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project  665-72-3-o3  fur- 
nished the  material  for  Tables  29  and  31, 

The  lovra  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  lov/a  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  da- 
ta on  crops  end  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.    Without  these  data 

toT/nships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  vrould  be  loss  accu- 
rate end  less  com_plete.

Cravrford  County^  originally  a  part  of  old  Benton  County,  vras  established 
in  1851  and  na:tied  for  ITilliam  H.  Crar/ford         Secretary  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  from  1817  to  1825.     At  that  time  it  did  not  include  the  four  T/e stern 
tovmshiris  end  in  1853  it  was  attached  to  Ghelby  County  for  judicial  and  ad- 
ndnistrative  purposes.     In  1855  it  was  formally  organized,  but  it  v/as  not  un- 
til 1GG5  that  the  present  boundarien  orere  established. 

The  first  settlers  were  Franklin  Prentiss,   Cornelius  Dunham  ajid  their 
families,  who,  vdth  Reuben  Blake,  took  claims  in  1849  on  the  East  Boyer  River, 
about  si:-  miles  east  of  the  present  site  of  Denison,     Other  faiillies  cax^B  the 
ne::t  year  raid  settled  on  the  "i.Test  Boyer  River  at  a  place  called  Mason's  Grove. 
Jc  W.  Denison  came  to  the  county  in  1855  and  entered  a  large  tract  of  land  for 
the  Providence  Western  Land  Company.     In  1856,  he  laid  out  the  tovai  of  Denison, 
which  become  the  county-seatc     The  Rorthvrestern  Raili  oad  was  built  through  the 
county  in  1857,  fcllovring  dovm  the  Boyer  Paver  valley  to  Council  Bluffs.  2/ 

SchlesY/ig  is  an  important  shipping  center  and  was  named  by  the  inhabitants 
for  their  home  province  in  Prussia;  it  had  previously  been  called  Morgan,  and 
then  Ilohenzollern.     About  seven  miles  south  of  Schleswig  on  highway  59  is  the 
120  acre  Lincoln  Farm.     This  farm  was  given  Lincoln  for  his  services  in  ohe 
Black  liaYfk  War.     The  title  for  this  fanm  passed  from  the  Lincoln  faiillj^  through 
a  deed  signed  by  Robert  T.  Lincoln  end  his  wife  on  March  22,  1892.  o/ 

Area 

Crav-rford  County  is  24  by  30  miles  in  extent,   comprising  715  souo.ro  i"niles, 
or  457,600  acres,  4-/    Of  this  number,  447,260  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land.  5/ 
There  o.ro  20  tov/nships  in  the  county,  ond  it  ro.nks  tenth  in  point  of  size  in 
the  Gto.to. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  CrE.\.'ford  County  arc  grouped  into  4  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  nzmelj,  drift,  loess,  terrace,   o.nd  swomp  oiid  bottom'-land. 
The  drift  coil,   Carrington  loam.,   covors  0.7  percent  of  the  area.     The  loess 
soils    cover  75,9  percent  of  the  countjr  snd  are  divided  into  Marshall  loam.s  — 
73.7  porcent,  on.d  Knox  silt  loam — 0.2  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  1,8

Judson  silt  loam— 0.7  percent.     The  swaj-^p  ssnd  iDottom-lsnd  soils  cover^23.6 
percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Wabash  loams— 23.5  percent,  and 
Ra^'  silt  loam.— 0,1  percent.  6/ 

Topography 

The  topography  of  Crawford  County  varies  from  nearly  level  on  the  bottom- 
lands o.long  the  streams  to  steeply  rolling  or  rough  along  some  of  the  valley 
slopes.     In  general,  the  surface  of  the  Lipland  is  characterized  by  rounded 
ridges  ejad  smooth,  gentle  slopes  near  the  stream  channels.    Rather  hilly  and 
rough  areas  occur  in  the  v/estcrn  pai-t  of  the  county,   especially  in  the  south- 
western part.     HovTcver,  only  a  relatively  small  amount  of  the  lond  in  these 
areas  is  too  rough  for  cultivs.tion. 

The  eastern  part  of  the  county  is  more  uniform  in  topography,  a  large 
proportion  of  it  being  gently  rolling*     Stream  channels  are  not  as  deeply  cut 
and  erosion  has  not  been  as  severe  as  in  the  western  part. 

The  general  slope  of  the  land  is  toward  the  southv/est.     The  Beyer  River 
traverses  the  entire  county,   and  vrith  its  many  tributaries  furnishes  nest  of 
the  drainage.     The  several  branches  of  the  Soldier  River  drain  the  no rthrrc stern 
portion  of  the  county,  while  the  Nislmabotna  River  drains  the  southeastern  part. 
As  a  T-fholo,  the  drainage  conditions  in  the  county  are  satisfactory  on  the  up- 
lands as  the  streams  v/ith  their  tributaries  and  drainagcways  extend  into  prac- 
tically all  sections.  ?/ 

Climate 

for  35  years  (1895-1930)  was  48,1  degrees.  The 
years  (1075-1930)  v/as  29.05  inches,   and  the  grow- 
between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Hay  8  and  Octo-

Population 

Settlemont  of  this  county  was  slow  until  the  railroads  were  constrvictod 
and  the  soldiers  from  the  Civil  War  rotiirnod  to  take  up  their  lojnd  warrants. 
The  popidation  increased  quite  rapidly  for  a  time,  but  since  1895  it  has  re- 
mained more  or  less  constant.     In  1930  there  were  29  persons  per  square  iiiilo, 
as  compared  to  the  State  density  of  44«

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  10  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
-ty--5  elevators,  2  petroleum  plonts,  1  merchandise  establishraent,  rJid  2  lumber 
yards » 

As  a  w-hole,  they  had  1,120  members,  of  which  805  were  active,   and  2,690 
persons  did  business  with  the  10  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  busi- 
ness volvime  of  |107,277  and  the  pvirchasing  cooperatives  tren-Sacted  u«221,981 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  e-clusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  comi^-odities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
fam  coimiodities  for  their  members  on.d  loatrons.  15/

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Fruit 

The  record  year  for  apples  wa.s  1909^  tfhen  41^613  trees  and  51,130  bushels 
Tfere  recorded.     In  1934  there  vrere  only "10^461  trees  and  2,577  bushels.  The 
peak  year  for  plums  and  grapes  was  1909.     In  that  year,  10,051  plun  trees 
yielded  1;,916  iDUshels,   and  16,839  vines  bore  73,344  pounds  of  crapes.  The 
greatest  ntUTiber  of  cherry  trees,   5,936,  vras  recorded  in  1909,  but  the  greatest 
production,  855  bushels,,  was  reported  in  1874,  16/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breahdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cwt  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shoym  as  husked.  This  assvmies  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  seme  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  rrere  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  becaLise 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  i.^ould  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  v/liich  v/ould  have  a  different  and  lovrer 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tovmships.     The  tormship  ^delds 
for  these  t\70  years,  then,   are  scmev/hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shorm  by 
tov.naship  with  this  yield,   and  any  atteinpt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shovm 
to  get  total  production  v/ill  result  in  a  too  high  figure o     The  coujity  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tormship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
jdeld  and  acreage  figures  shoiTO  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
suiaed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations «     The  county  yield  and  tov/nship  jdelds 
are,  therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936,
